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Responsible Parcuthood at work | 
Natural family planning 
methods replacing Pill

The Pill does not have the last 
word on family planning, at 
least, not in this diocese. The 
Responsible Parenthood Pro- 
gram of Catholic Family Service 
of San Diego is steadily supplan- 
ting the Pill with natural family 
planning methods, according to 
Mrs. Laura Kristal, director of 
the program. 


“‘T have the feeling that if this 
method continues as it is, and 
develops as it should, natural 
family planning will be the major 
birth regulating method of the 
future,’’ she said. ‘“Women who 
are unable to remain on the Pill 
for health reasons, form a large 

‘percentage of our clients.”’ 


: ‘SIN FACT,’’ she added, 
“more people come to us 


because of dissatisfaction with 


contraceptive measures than 


because of religious scruples.”’ 


Although the program was 
inaugurated to serve where the 
need exists, Mrs. Kristal would 


like to see many more referrals . 


of Catholic couples from parish- 
es of the diocese. 


This new method of family 
limitation was developed by Drs. 
John and Evelyn Billings of 
Melbourne, Australia. The 


‘‘ovulation method’’ as it is 


called, is believed to be safe, 
‘*100 per cent sure’’ and morally 
acceptable. It is expected to 
make approved rhythm and 
temperature methods obsolete. 


Although utilizing the same 
principle as the rhythm method, 
the ovulation system is based on 
changes in the appearance and 
consistency of vaginal mucus 
prior to ovulation. 


THE CHANGES are caused 
by variations in the estrogenic 
and hormonal levels and indicate 
physically, fertile and infertile 
periods. 


“It is superior to the rhythm 
method,”’ Mrs. Kristal said, ‘‘in 
that it is virtually custom-made 
for the individual. Each woman 
learns through her own body 
cycle, not objective calcula- 
tions.”’ 


The State Department of 
Public Health has refunded the 
Responsible Parenthood Pro- 
gram for its third year of 
operation. This is significant for 
Catholics, because Responsible 
Parenthood is the only family 
‘planning agency featuring nat- 
ural family planning methods. 

ACCORDING TO Father Paul 


Marx, OSB, author and anti-. 


abortion activist, the diocesan 
program is also the only natural 


_ family planning center known to 


be publicly funded. 

Responsible Parenthood was 
created in 1972 to offer family 
planning counseling. One im- 
portant segment of the commun- 
ity was not being reached—the 
Spanish-speaking. 

In order to make the service 
available to them. and also to 
expand the program, Catholic 
Family Service approached. the 
State Public Health Department 
with a proposal for financial 
assistance. Today Catholic Fam- 
ily Service and the Public Health 
Department cooperate in spon- 


soring these services in both 


English and Spanish. 

DURING THE last fiscal year, 
Mrs. Kristal reports 3,200 
people benefited from the pro- 
gram. The goal for this year is to

follow-up on 240 couples using 
the Ovulation Method, - and 
develop a research design which 
will yield statistics to demon- 
strate its effectiveness. At least 
two years observation is neces- 
sary for accurate results. 


One of the objectives of the 
contract between Responsible 
Parenthood and the Public 
Health Department is the train- 
ing of staff members of 20 
different family planning agen- 
cies, including Planned Parent- 
hood. In this way, the Billings’ 
Ovulation Method may be offer- 
ed as an alternative to all family 
planning clinics. 


‘“‘We have been ‘asked to 
develop standards on the Ovula- 
tion Method, to be included in 
the State Public Health man- 
ual,’’ Laura Kristal added, ‘‘so 
that very soon it may be offered 
as an alternative for birth 
regulation and also as an aid to 
those who wish to achieve 


. pregnancy. 


‘“*THE METHOD is based on 
definite physiological changes in 
a woman’s body prior to 
ovulation,’’ she said. ‘‘The 
beauty of natural family plan- 
ning is that a woman learns to 
cooperate with nature—with the 


natural rhythm of her own body. 

‘This is why it is so attractive 
to many women who are seeking 
a way of life that is natural and 
healthy,’’ she said, “‘whether 
there is an added religious 
reason or not. 


‘The effort involved in keep- 
ing a chart of body changes is no 
more than that expended in 
taking pills, and is far less 
dangerous to health.”’ 


ORIGINALLY, The program 
began with an experimental 
“‘one-shot’’ to ‘‘two-shot’’ - lec- 
ture in parishes, with the 
intention of placing family 
planning in a family context. It 
was then mainly conducted in 
Spanish. 


Today the center receives calls 
from several cities in the diocese 
and from as far afield as Tijuana, 
Mexico. 


Three counselors, Dottie In- 
galls, Linda La Plante and 
Josephine Fernandez are always 
available for consultation, to 
train people in the ovulation 
method and assist in the 
three-month ‘‘follow-up,’’ or to 
conduct workshops and a five- 
day educational program.

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Highland family education plan 


busies pastor with house calls

HIGHLAND—The ideal family education 
should take place in the home, and Father 
Patrick O’Keefe, pastor of St. Adelaide’s 
church, here, in San Bernardino county, has 
set himself a heavy schedule for coming 
months, to ensure that it does. 


Concerned that the existing religious 
education programs were not reaching some 


sections of the parish community, Father’ 


O’Keefe told the Southern Cross, he and St. 
Adelaide’s liturgy committee decided to 
offer the opportunity of liturgy and 
instruction in the home to his parishioners. 


“WE DON’T organize it in the sense of 
imposing the program on the people,”’ 
Father O’Keefe said. “‘It is up to them. 
Someone will call in to say he has about 40 
people who would like to participate in home 
education, and we set a date.”’ 


Although the program has only been 
established a few weeks, response has been 
enthusiastic and encouraging. ‘‘I am booked 
through to December with weekly—some- 
times twice a week—commitments,’’ he 
said. 

Home Family Education begins early, at 6 
p-m. with an instruction on the history of the 
Mass and its significance in Christian life, or 
some other related aspect of the Faith. The 
following liturgy is family-oriented, with 
children taking prominent part. 


OPEN CONFESSION, prayer of the 
faithful, offertory procession, all serve to 
include young members of families. The 
homily, simple enough to be appreciated by 
children, takes the form of a teaching in the 


Faith. The value of the Eucharist, the 
importance of family life and family loyalties 
and unity, within the context of the message 
of Christ, are stressed. 


Mass is followed by a pot-luck dinner after 
which adults may continue the discussion 
and learning process, while the children play 


. together. The entire program takes about 


three hours. 


“The main advantages over the simple 
‘Home Mass’ idea,’’ Father O’Keefe added, 
‘tare that we. are reaching the non-Catholic 
spouses and find that with the social aspect, 
people are inviting their non-Catholic 
neighbors as well as the Catholics. 


“WITH ‘THE family coming together in 
prayer, and coming together with their 
neighborhood community, we are building 
up both the family and the community,’’ he 
said. 


Despite the initial success of the program, 
Father O’Keefe is concerned for future 
developments. It presents a very heavy 


schedule for the priest and he is speculating . 


on the possibility of training lay persons to 
conduct some form of paraliturgical service 
and instruction when a priest is not 
available. 


‘‘We would very much like to share ideas 
with other parishes,’’ he said. ‘St. 
Adelaide’s liturgy committee would be very 
pleased to hear from other parishes with 
family education programs so that we can 
learn from their experience, and maybe help 
them with ours.”’

‘Hondurans suffer dire needs,’ 
Uni-Hi teacher organizes reliet

‘‘T honestly don’t know how the people of 
Honduras. will, survive the year,”’ said Mrs. 
_Ondina Hiel, a Honduran consul for the San 
“Diego area. 


She said the devastation of the Central 
American nation’s coastline by Hurricane 
Fifi last month was so complete, that it left 
the people with ‘‘dire needs that will 
continue for some time.”’ 


“FIFI NOT only wiped out their homes 
and villages, but destroyed the banana and 
cotton crops, main-stays of the country’s 


economy,’’ she explained. 


A native of Honduras, Mrs. Hiel, also a 
‘Spanish teacher at University High School, 
San Diego, recently organized a drive to 
collect food and clothing for the hurricane’s 
victims. 


She expressed gratitude. to people here 
who donated nearly 25 tons of supplies for 
shipment to Honduras, and she had a special 
word of thanks for the parishioners of Our 
Lady of the Rosary, San Diego, and their 
pastor, Father Paul Marconi. 


“THEY GAVE us the use of their parish 


hall for 10 days as a collection, packing and 
shipping center,’’ Mrs. Hiel explained. 


Last week 12 University High School 


'. students volunteered to load the supplies 


onto a truck bound for the Honduran 
Consulate in Los Angeles. ~~ 


SEVERAL TUNA boat owners in San 


Diego, she noted, have offered to transport: 


more supplies to the country later in the year 
as the availability of donated airplanes 
decreases: 


Mrs. Hiel said relief efforts will continue 
and that the collection center has been 
moved from Rosary to the Machinists’ Union 
Hall, 3911 Pacific Highway, Pacific Beach. 

THE NEW collection center is staffed 
from 8 a.m.-S p.m. daily and anyone wishing 
to donate clothing, canned goods, flour, rice, 
beans and other non-perishable staples is 
asked to bring them to the union hall. 


“It would help tremendously,’’ Mrs. Hiel 
said, ‘if donated goods were already boxed 
and labelled with the word ‘Honduras’ and a 
list of contents.”

Catholic hospital official claims 
pro-life political activities vital

People in health fields must move beyond 
the academic and scholarly to change 
anti-life attitudes in society, a Catholic 
Hospital Association official (CHA) said in 
San Diego last week. 


Speaking to the annual meeting of the 
California Conference of Catholic Health 
Facilities (CCCHF), Father Kevin O’ Rourke, 
OP, CHA director of medical-moral affairs 
said, “‘It isn’s enough merely to support 
pro-life candidates.’’ 


HE URGED health care leaders to unite. 


with various movements, which promote 
‘‘respect for life’’ of the poor, the unborn, 
the aged and the infirm, to become 
“politically active.” : 


In this case he feels political activity must 
come in the form of “‘educating candidates 
and voters as to what can happen in this 
country if society pursues the anti-life thrust 
prevalent in the last decade.’ 


One concept, he said should permeate 
every phase of Catholic health care. ‘‘Every 
facility should start from the realization that 
human dignity is bestowed by God. 


“FROM THIS standpoint, we can react 
politically and educate people about what 
Catholicism stands for and make our 
hospitals visibly Catholic.’ 

Father O’Rourke told CCCHF dele geics: 
representing about 50 California hospitals, 
that the Supreme Court decision liberalizing 
abortion logically opens the door to other 
areas for anti-life proponents. 


The reasoning behind the decision, he 
feels, would also authorize passive euthan- 
asia, or mercy-killing, when there seems—to 
the person or his family—no point in further 
life. 

“*FINALLY,”’ he said, “‘the decision may 
also lead to active euthanasia, or intention- 
ally causing a person to die because he is 


disabled, retarded, senile, infirm or 
otherwise incapable of meeting the stan- 
dards of ‘meaningful life’ as set by society.”’ 


Also addressing the meeting was Sister 
Virginia Schwager, director of the Division 
of Health Affairs for the United States 
Catholic Conference (USCC). 


EXPLAINING current health legislation to 
the delegates she described the joint 
testimony given before the House Ways and 
Means Committee by the USCC, and CHA 
and the National Conference of Catholic 
Charities on National Health Insurance. 


“In our testimony before the committee,”’ 
she said, ‘“‘we pointed out that any National 
Health Insurance measure should be: 


—entirely federally funded because of the 
need for efficient financial administration; 


—monetarily managed through a national 
trust fund under the Social Security 
Administration; 

—fimanced through a combination of 
general federal revenues, employer pay-roll 
taxes and taxes on the self-employed; 


—administered largely on state and local 
levels, particularly in areas of rate 
regulation, rate setting and certificate-of- 
need systems; 


—extended to cover all U.S. citizens, 
‘resident aliens and aliens admitted for 
employment; 

—enacted immediately; 


—emphatic on preventive medicine and 
comprehensive health education in schools 
and elsewhere; 

—extended ‘to include long-term care.”’ 

Sister Virginia said the organizations also 
opposed including funds for family planning, 
particularly in regard to abortion or 
sterilization, and that participation in such a 
progiam by people or institutions should not

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A time to keep 
Bishops’ synod report 


‘Youths seek Christ's qualities in clergy’ 


For young people, the most important qualities of 
Jesus are ‘‘joy, love and kindness, patience and 
tolerance, an open mind and a willingness to listen, 
compassion and concern and a sincere simplicity and 
directness,’’ said Archbishop John Quinn of Oklahoma 
‘City. 

As a personal representative of Pope Paul to the World 
Synod of Bishops now meeting in Rome to discuss 
“Evangelization in the Modern World,’’ Archbishop 
Quinn addressed his fellow delegates on the evangeliza- 
tion of youth. . 


“If young people do not perceive these qualities in 
their priests and bishops,’’ he said, ‘‘they do not believe 
in the Church, because the clergy aren’t reflecting the 
gospel as the young understand it. They recognize the 
parodox of the joyless heralding of the good news and are 
repelled by it. 

“They yearn for contact with the true ministers of 
Christ who clearly reflect to them His mind and heart. 
They are attracted to the gospel Christ...because He 


comes across to them as one who had to struggle with . 


challenges from within and from without as they have 
had to struggle.’’ 


He said the problems with youth in the Church are 
chiefly caused by the minister who ‘‘rightly or wrongly, 
frequently does not reveal to them the Christ they find in 
the gospel.” 


Part of the problem? 


Bishops should examine their consciences to see if 
they themselves are not obstacles to evangelization, 
Cardinal Bernard Alfrink of Utrecht, thé Netherlands, 
told the Synod of Bishops. 


‘How is it,’’ he asked, ‘‘that the Church appears less 
attractive to people of our era? That many, not only the 
young but even older persons, formerly part of the 
Church now turn their backs on her or, at least, are 
indifferent to her2’’ 


He indicated that one reason may be that bishops are 
turning deaf ears to the laity who are asking for, ‘‘more 
ample freedom and responsibility’ in creating a new 
image for the Church. 


Cardinal Alfrink said the Church cannot give 
“limitless freedom’’ to lay people, but ‘this concerns 
the freedom which springs from the Word of God and of 
His image, Our Lord Jesus Christ.’” 


Not by clergy alone 


What the Church really needs is an apostolic laity, 
Archbishop Joseph Fortier, president of the Canadian 
Catholic Bishops’ Conference, told Synod delegates. 


He said that for a long time in the Church, ‘‘a 
particular sytle of pastoral leadership concentrated all 
power in the hands of official authorities...and this is an 
obstacle to the working of the Holy Spirit who is the 
primary instrument of evangelization... — 

“‘We have tried too hard to solve problems and answer 
challenges from the top through the collegiality of 
bishops, presbyterial councils and parish councils. 

“Is it sufficient to make of the layman a mini-priest 
associated with.a clergy which still retains the principal 
status and role of evangelization?’’ ‘ 


He said better Christian workers are really needed

who are ‘‘capable of evangelical witness from within and 
who are equipped to build a Church on the life and faith 
they share.’’ 


The archbishop asserted that unless that happens, 
“we end up preserving structures contradicting the 
gospel...which calls for the freeing of the word and ef the 
spiritual discernment of its children througheut the 
world.’’ 


Religious persecution 


Synod delegates were urged to ‘‘raise their voices in. 


loud protest’’ against religious persecution everywhere, 


including the Soviet Union, by Cardinal Josip Slipyi, a 


long-time prisoner in Russian prison camps. 


The Ukrainian-rite prelate said it was necessary that 
the Synod discuss the obstacles hostile governments 
create for evangelization and even for the practice of 
religion. In many countries he said, ‘‘religion is not only 
subject to persecution but is in danger of extinction.’’ 


He warned the Synod: ‘‘It is our duty to condemn 
every injustice which violates freedom of faith, of 
conscience, of reason and of opinion, and to demand the 
liberation of those held in public custody and those 
detained in psychiatric institutions... This must be done 
especially for those who defend divine and human 
values. : 


Letter to America 


Writing to U.S. Catholics, Cardinal: John Krol, one of 
five American delegates to the Synod of Bishops, said 
that traditionally evangelization has been understood as 
missionary work directed to non-Christians. ‘’Even 
today,’’ he said, ‘‘two billion of the world’s three billion 


people have not had the ‘good news’ of the gospel - 


preached to them.’ 


But he pointed out that evangelization also pertains to 
Christians, ‘‘all too many of whom nominally subscribe

to the faith, know little about it and are half-hearted and 
faltering. in their commitment to Jesus and His 
message.’” 


He said the message of Christ, which must be brought 
to both groups, never changes. ‘‘But the world does and 
today it is changing with dizzying speed. Human beings 
change along with it.’’ 


As this happens, the cardinal wrote, ‘‘it is essential 
that the Church adapt its manner of preaching the gospel 
to make it more intelligible and convincing to modern 
ears. 


Rapid change in the world, he said, provides a 
remarkable opportunity. ‘‘Many social and cultural 
props of religious belief have been knocked away. It is 
scarcely possible to be ‘religious’ out of habit or 
conformity. One who is a Christian today is so out of 
personal choice and conviction. ; : 


‘It ts possible to foresee—or at least hope—that a 
deeper and more intense form of Christian commitment 
will arise from the changes.’’

Time runs out 


Time is running out for the whites in 
southern Africa. The ruling whites in Rhodesia 
and South Africa cannot ignore the recent 
moves by Portugal to hand over control of its 
African territories to local blacks. 


The pattern of black supremacy in the 
government of Africa has spread steadily south 
over the past two decades and now reaches the 
very threshold of the last white regimes. 


While the whites of South Africa have 
little to fear immediately, the story for the 
240,000 whites in Rhodesia—where there are 


‘four million blacks —is different. With Mozam- 


bique to their east, Malawi, Zambia and 
Botswana on other flanks of this land-locked 
country, reckoning cannot be far away. 


The Catholic Church in Rhodesia, 
through its bishops, has angered many white 
Catholics there and the government by steadily 
opposing white supremacy. Opportunities for 
whites in Rhodesia to come to terms with blacks 
have been missed often since the 1950s. 


It will take less than another decade to 
decide the Rhodesian fate. Catholic whites 
should be in the forefront in trying to seek a 
multiracial solution.

Born one step behind | 


As women will, we were talking...about 
people who do not measure up to society’s 


criteria of normalcy and wondering who - . 


decides on the minimal requirements for 
productive human life. 


One thing is certain, as long as the 
decision is made by men, intelligence will 
rank as a prime requisite. Intellect is the 
idol of mankind, and intelligence our 
pride. . 


For us, it is intelligence which 
establishes. our superiority over other 
animals. Intelligence elevates us to a level 
“a little lower than angels’’—and | 
suspect not everyone is convinced that 
angels are all that intelligent! : 


WE GAUGE OUR potential and 
productivity by complicated tests and 
calculations which tabulate our intel- 
ligence quotient, and draw a line to isolate 
those who do not reach the declared 
minimum. — . 


Mentally retarded people, until very 
recently, were considered ‘‘beyond the 
pale’’ and treated more as objects than 
persons—persons possessing all the 
natural human needs for love and care and 
accomplishment, persons dependent as 
we are on human relationships for self- 
awareness and mental and emotional 
growth. 


They were isolated physically as well as 
intellectually, and—in their difference— 
allowed to wither and regress to a kind of 
living death. Today the scene is changing. 


RETARDED CHILDREN are born ‘‘one 
step behind.’ Their only limitation, we 
are told, is time. It is not that potential is 


not there, but that growth is painfully slow . 
~and difficult. Not too many ‘‘normal’’ 


people have the kind of patience or are 


prepared to dedicate the amount of time' 


necessary to help them towards that step. 


In our relationship with retarded 
persons, we have had to learn again the 
truth that Christ tried so hard to impart— 
that love is the soil in which all growth 
‘takes root, and care and appreciation the 
fertilizer which strengthens and encour- 
.ages its progress. 


We needed the high-priests of the new 
science of psychology to rediscover the 
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ancient truth and disguise it in scientific or 
“intellectual’’ jargon before we could 
accept it without self-consciousness. 


THEN, SUDDENLY, it became possible 
to conceive of the retarded as capable of 
normal. human emotions—of loving and 
being loved, of feeling frustrated and 
gratified, of a sense of accomplishment 
and failure, of the need to be needed, of 


.the need for enduring relationships. 


Suddenly, in an atmosphere of earned 


. trust, retarded people are beginning to 


talk about. themselves, and ‘‘normal’’ 
people are listening. Our greatest dis- 
service, it seems, is to limit their potential 
by our own limited expectations of them; 
to discourage independence through over- 
protection. 


They are making a plea for personal 
respect—respect for their difference; for 
their potential, however unlike our own it 
may ‘be; respect for their humanness; 
respect for their individuality. 


AWARE OF THEIR difference, they 
still need and desire to live life as fully as 


possible. Operating on a more spontan- © 


eous emotional level, their need to love 
and be loved has a driving urgency. They 
are denied, too, the variety of choice of 


substitutions for love which are available 


to higher intellects. 


They make. a plea for . personhood. 
Underlying, is the longing for acceptance, 
the human urge to belong. Beside their 
frank, human responses, the patient 
striving for so little advance, our cold 
intellectual criteria seem inhuman and 
outrageous. 


In the world of the retarded, difference 
is a common factor to be acknowledged 
and respected. In our ‘‘normal’’ world, 
difference all too often appears as a 
threat, to be rejected in violence, hatred 
and war. 


WE HAVE, | think’ a great deal to learn 
about our own standards and values from 


the ‘‘subnormal’’ _simplicity of the 


retarded and their direct, open view of 
life. : f 


We have a great deal to learn of our- 
selves in our attitude and ‘response to 


these people whom the primitive Africans

Apologia pro Cruce Septentrionali*

Having had some exposure to Catholic journalism, 
| know from first hand experience how discouraging 
the ominous silence and lack of reader-response can 
be when you are editing a paper. 


When you are trying to keep a disparate group of 
readers with varying backgrounds informed on some 
of the latest developments in theological thinking, a 
lot of negative feed-back from armchair critics who 
feel threatened, can be pretty devastating. 


AND NEGATIVE feed-back is what this section of 
the Southern Cross and the correspondence columns 
have been battered with in the past few weeks. 


Being lucky enough to study for a theology degree 
in the post-Vatican II era, | can tell you that the 
Southern Cross does not come anywhere near to 
having an ultra-progressive, modern-theology 
approach in. its presentation or policy. ~ 


And rightly so. 


ALL THIS TALK about indiscriminate sowing of 
heretical seeds by the Southern Cross is, on closer 
inspection, a fallacy. Not all that many people read 
the SC to start with, unfortunately, and those who do 
are, on the whole, of a general level of education that 
welcomes some prodding to their faith once in a 
while. ; 


| say ‘‘some’’ for one must, of course, make 
exceptions. There are readers of Catholic journals — 
and | am sure Southern Cross is no exception—who 
seems to suffer from devotional arthritis. Their 


Spiritual arteries, stiffened long ago, have become. 


unbending and unyielding. But rather than co 
themselves sick, they consider ev a 
abnormal. 


A certain segment of readers have 
impression that the Southern Cross is wit 
“Glory be’’ breath of irretrievably plunging 
chasm of heresy. A little push, some more wri ng of 
the same liberal ilk, and we might as well con 
the Southern Cross a has-been in the field 
Catholic journalism.

a] Since when does an associate pastor fot 
automatically have this authority when he 
is assigned to a parish? 


According to the Code of Canon Law, 
only the pastor can assist as a marriage 
within his territory (#1095) but he can give 
delegation for this to his associates 
(#1096). But it seems to be the general 
practice that when an associate receives 
his ‘‘faculties’’ (permissionsy from ‘the 
diocesan office and document also 
includes delegation for marriages within 
the parish limits. 

Thus, for example, my diocesan 
faculties state: ‘‘To associate and assist- 
ant pastors, the general delegation to

assist validly at all marriages in the parish — 


to which they are assigned, with the power 
to subdelegate another, priest for a 
marriage in the parish.’’ It is not enough, 
therefore, to ‘‘stand firm’’ on Canon Law. 


The diocesan regulations must also be 
examined. 


b] Is this [the above edict] the case of a 
pastor who is insecure or whose associate 
might be more popular than he? 


Possibly. However, there are other 
significant considerations. After all, if 
anything goes wrong in the parish, the 
buck stops with the pastor. In any well- 
run parish, there must be order without 
tyranny, honest cooperation without 
jealousy. This- supposes, of course, that 
pastors and associates engage in open 
dialogue frequently~in the spirit of the 
Vatican documents. 


c] | believe that any parishioner has a right 
to go to the priest of his/her choice in any 
spiritual matter, and this should not be 
forced upon them by a book that was 
written with laws that are outdated and 
were unnecessary to begin with. 


My, we do have strong feelings, don’t 
we! At any rate: a parishioner can go. to 


any parish priest anywhere for spiritual, 


advice. But what the code is dealing with 
is a Sacrament. By their very nature, 
sacraments embody the public worship of 
the Church and consequently the Church 
has both the right and the duty to 
determine how, where, why, and when a 


Sacrament is to be conferred. 


Moreover, we can quibble all day over 
the relevancy of the Code of Canon Law. 
But to say that the code was both outdated 
and unnecessary to begin with reflects a 
pathetic ignorance of history. The vast 
majority of disciplinary laws are formu- 
lated precisely because of previous 
abuses. 


In his excellent study of the history and 
theology of the sacrament, Edward 
Schillebeeckx explains succintly that ‘‘the 
ancient custom of the priest’s ‘blessing’ of 
the marriage had for a long time had legal 
force... The main purpose of the priest’s 
intervention and of the church’s solemni- 
zation of marriage in public was to ensure 
control of the impediments of marriage.”’ 


d] No wonder so many marriages are 
performed outside of the Catholic Church. 


Well, you have two options: you can 
simply leave the Church and her 
sacramental life or stay in the Church and 
work for necessary reform intelligently 
and calmly. It seems clear that those who 
have opted for departure took the easy 
path, lost-their influence and are rarely 
heard of again. As the primordial 
sacrament, the Church is both divine and 
human. To attempt a separation -is to 
destroy the Body of Christ.

“Young girls are attracted to our way of 
life,’’ Sister Gumino said. ‘‘They find the 
discipline and sacrifice appealing. Also, we 
try very hard to create a family spirit in every 
convent.”’ 


THEY ARISE every morning at 6 a.m., 
and gather in the convent chapel for morning 
meditation and prayers. Only after breakfast 
can-the nuns end the grand silence, which 
began at 9:00 the previous night. 


‘Before our last general chapter meeting 
in Rome a year ago, each sister was asked to 
write down suggestions for changes in our 
lifestyles,’’ Sister Gumino said. 


“The nuns, including all the young 
sisters, voted not to depart from the lifestyle 
established by St. John Bosco in 4872.”’ 


JOHNSTON pastor Father Jerome Fior- 
etti, is pleased with the nuns. ‘‘The Sisters 
have only been here three weeks and already 
their impact on the parish has been over- 
whelming,’’ he said. ; 


‘‘Their traditional garb and their strict 
lifestyle are not impediments to their work,”’ 
he said. ‘‘On the contrary, the adults and 
teenagers are intrigued by and appreciative 
of their way of life.’’ 


Phoenix diocese borrows plan 
for family unity from Mormons 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (NC)—A page—actually 
a whole manual—has been borrowed from 
the Mormon Church to strengthen Catholic 
family unity here. 


For years Mormon families have been 
encouraged by their church officials to meet 
for planned spiritual and_ recreational 
activities one evening each week. For 
guidance, they use a church manual entitled 
Family Home Evening.”’ 


MR. AND MRS. Terry Reilly, family life 
directors for the Phoenix diocese, said they 
will prepare a similar manual for Catholic 
families. They hope the manual will be ready 
by Lent next year. 


They have prepared a pilot manual 
offering eight suggested family night 


activities that has been sent to selected 
families in the diocese. 


U.S. POSTAL SERVICE 
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After they have used the manual, the 
families will send critiques to the Reillys. 
Another pilot manual will be sent out near 
Christmas for more critiques. 


THE REILLYS say they will prepare the 
final version after analyzing the comments 
received from families involved in the pilot 
projects. 


In a message to the pilot project 
participants, Bishop Edward A. McCarthy of 
Pheonix said the family is one of the ways 
people experience God’s love. 


‘Family night is a proposed program for 
rediscovering and enriching family life,’’ the 
bishop said. “‘If successful it will enrich 
individual lives and strengthen the parish 
and the neighborhood as well.’’

ing secretary, receives all calls and 
schedules appointments. ‘‘We go wherever 
there is a call—any time,’’ Mrs. Kristal 
emphasizes. “‘Interested people may be 
trained in their homes, in parish groups, in 
adult schools, regional groups and so on. 


We would like to see more religious 
women, nurses and teachers coming forward 
for training so that they would be in the 
position to help the people in the 
communities in which they work.”’ 


As director of the program, Laura Kristal 
has the daily chore of contacting and visiting 
with every agency, school or _ parish 
accountable for a significant number of 
people who might need this. particular 
program, particularly those in lower income 
groups. 

IN ADDITION to training sessions the 
program reminds persons of the great 
variety of ways to express love apart from 
the exercise of sex. ‘‘It does involve periods 
of abstinence, of course, and this may 
sometimes be a problem,’’ she said. 


“Generally, we find that when both 
husband and wife attend the sessions 
together and understand the thinking behind 
it, the men become more sympathetic and 


willing to accept the system. They tend to- 


revive the habits of their courtship.”’ 
Despite the heavy demands on their time 

and service, the staff of Responsible 

Parenthood find the work ‘‘busy but very 


vocation recruiters, coordi- 
nate workshops, talk to 
interested groups, and act as 
liaison between the NOBC 
and special interent groups 
in the area of vocations. 


An important part of his 
job will be encouraging men 
to ‘serve their parishes as 
readers, deacons, and other

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rewarding.’’ Because of the newness of this 
method, both trainers and clients are 
involved in the process of research and, 
sharing their findings, learn together and 
from each other. 


ALTHOUGH THE organization has be- 


come known through exposure in radio,

Kristal is concerned that parish promotion is 
lagging.
